At the outset, I wish to refer to the fact that much has been said 
in regard to laxity of law enforcement, and a stigma has been atta- 
ched to many m our leading temperance workers. Reading press 
notices superficially, many worthy people are today wondering 
whether all temperance ple are designing and self-interested and 
the majority grafters oad sans: drels. We hear constantly three.con- 
tentions: Theaw is not enforced, bette, no law at all: 2 Practically 
all the leading prohibitionists have been discredited: 3 It was un- 
fair too to bring in prohibition while thé boys were ovepseas. 

The three-headed chimera King Alcohol. is not totally slain by any 
means, Our provincial | yote cut off his goat’ 8s head, but the lion’s 
head and the snake’s head still romain, that i is he must be slain nation- 
ally and inperially. This hofrid king is‘using the three above men- 
tioned contentions as weapons With which ty fight his cause. He is 
using them. with very commerene skill and effectiveness at the pre- 
sent time. And how.are we supporting our line of battle? Most of us 
are looking rather dazed and helpless. Clearly we have been sleep- 
ing while the enemy rested not. In reading the new rspapers we sel- 
dom find a temperance article, but we find many criticisms of tem- 
perance workers, enforcement ete. Whence. do these articles ema- 
nate?, There is one source ouly and that is'from the liquor propag- 
andist. Even our opposers admit that much. Let us consider a 
statement of the a een ee -prohibitionist, Prof. Stephen Leaeock, 
in a statement in ‘The Toronto Saturday Night’; There is no sign of 
organized opposition outside of interested trades, no protests from 
the public, ne delegations to Ottawa, no memorials from our learned 
societies.’ We are very glad to be thus assured that the liquor inter- 
ests stand “alone ; but let, us not underestimate the common foc. It is 
indeed true’ as Lloyd George has said; ‘‘We are fighting Germany, 
Austria, and Drink, and as far as F can see the greatest of these three 
deadly foes is drink.’ Knowing the cunning of the enemy let us be- 
ware lest we fall into the snares so cunningly set for us and find our- 
selves repeating newspaper paragraphs, discrediting leading temper- 
anée workers, sueering at the law enforcement, for that is just what 
the liquor propagandist would have us do. 

Before I take the theme of my paper in detail, | wish to tell you a 
story, which might be told by many in Alberta today. 

“In the early spring, preceeding the election campaign, I found 
wyself in charge of an elocution contest, going to a school six miles 
out in the country, There were 4 boys and 2 2 girls competing for sil- 
ver medals. All were seated in the bottom of a sleigh. I sat there 
too with a brick at my feet. A little English girl was taking part 
in the contest and felt sure of winning,” ¥ got on my pink stock- 
ins. My ma says we got to look nice and respectable. Pa said to 
see that we was all washed clean an if we disgraced ourselves and 
didn’t do good we'd get licked.” ‘‘Say Bell it don’t matter if you 
do good or not. does it? -You can’t disgrace you family no more ner 
it is kin you? Ma says that if prohibition asses, your paw might be 
some good, but she doubts i { felt, awiul 8 sorry for you the other 
night when you all got licked*and kicked out. I get licked lots too 
but that’s different. Ma says its to make us stylish. 
if its going to.make you stylish. I’m going to be a lady, a real lady, 
you know the kind what sits on the. veranda in the morning with_a 
fan in her hand and eats bananas. -E-love bananas,. Get you feet of 
my pink stockings. Don’t you wish you cud have pink stockings. 
Maybe you will if prohibition passes.’’ A few days ago, | was talk- 
ing to Belles mother and I asked: What work is Belle going to take 
up. ' The mother replied ‘‘ As soon as she finishes in the High School 
I shall send her to Business College. You know for the past few 
years things have been much easier for us than they used to be.?’ 
hat a volume of meaning those words conveyed!’’ How many 


is possible for the children, that the children can have their chance. 
Let us see how great a change has been wrought. During the year 
1913, $12,342,465 dollars in actual cash were spent in Alberta for 
intoxicating liquors. This is about 1-5 of the total value of all 
grains, hay, fish, fur and hides raised in Alberta and that huge sum 
was spent for drink. {[ would call your attention to a partial report 
from Bank Superintendents, and Chief Inspectors in Banks in Alberta, 
“‘Dead and doubtful accounts are being paid. This is distinetly due 
to Prohibition. Habitual drinkers whose credit was worthless, now 
thrifty and industrious. Greater promptitude in the payment of 
notes, very marked. In cities, working classes enjoy comforts, and 
pay store bills regularly. The liberal spendthrift is now absent, 
laboring men who formerly wasted money now have savings accounts. 
Conditions in the country greatly changed, speaks well for prohibi- 
tion.’’ As we know from experience, bankers are very conservative in 
their estimates, so we may safely depend that they have not exagg- 
erated the advantages of prohibition. We do love to see the labor- 
ing man with a bank aecoua, and not all the money in the hands of 
the ‘capitalist. So much for sound finance under prohibition and in- 
deed finanee is at the basis of the material welfare of a country. The 
$12,342,465 have gone into home comforts, store bills, and savings- 
accounts, instead of over the bar. 

Next to finance let us consider industry. The same conservative 
report states. ‘‘Farmers are more efficient, and agriculture is our 
vreat industry in Alberta.”’ The superintendent of the Internation- 
al Harvester Company writes: ‘‘It is a pleasure to do business, coim- 
pared with what it was under the old system. I feel that our agents 
are better in each town. [also feel that our travellers are much more 
trustworthy than under the old system.’’ <A leading wholesale house 
in Kdmonon says, ‘‘The merchants are paying their bills in a most 
satisfactory way and we have less ou our books than at any time dur- 
ing the last 16 years. It is surely evident then that the farmer, the 
traveller, the agent and the merchant have all become more _ efit- 
cient under prohibition, and that the industries or our country have 
greatly benefitted by the Act. 

In pre-prohibition days contention was that prohibition weuld re- 
duce crime in Alberta to an almost negligible quantity. In Alberta 
during the four years previous to prohibition, 12,706 convictions 
were made for all offences. Sinee prohibition an average of 5152 or 
a decrease of 59 per cent. This is for all erimes. 

For the same period of time an average of 3620 were convicted for 
drunkenness. Since prohibition an average of 393 which means a 
decrease of 89 per-cent. Then too, Jook at our vagrants for the 4 
years previous to prohibition period. An average of 1204 per year 
were convicted of vagrancy, Since prohibition an average of 164 or 
a decrease of 86 per cent. These figures speak for themselves. 
Drunkenness decreaSed from 3620 to 393 per aunum and vagraney 
from 1204 to 164 per annum. The drunks and the vagrants lad to 
J be taken care of by the province, and were an economic loss, ifot to 
mention the stupendous loss they were to themselves and their fam- 
| ilies. Of course there have been infringements of the law, but does 
it look us if we failed as if our logic was wrong. 
Lastly, let us consider the morality and home 
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life of our people

W..d.: Haggith, Pres. Methodist Conference, Aug. 1917 writes. ‘‘But 
above all aps the most. beneficial results havé been achieved in 
the home life-of the people, where in many cases, as never before, 
families haye come to a realization of what a home means, such as 
seemed impossible under former conditions.’’ Rev. Dr. Shearer, Mo- 
derator of the Synod of Alberta 1917.  ‘‘The moral effect alone 
makes the passing of the act. worth while. I could mention small 
towns in Alberta where a very marked change has taken place in the 
enforcing of the liquor act. I have similar letters from the heads of 
the Auglican, Catholic, Moravian and. Mormon-chureches. All these 
religious leaders agree that the moral tone and home life of our Pro- 
vinee is vastly different from what it was in pre-prohibition days. I 
will close with Bishop Boylers’ sentiment. that: ‘‘All must agree 
that the Act has been an inestimable boon to the entire Province and 
few want the old conditions restored.’’

OTTAWA, May7—The following summary- of the peace treaty 
draft has been received here, addressed to the acting prime minister, 

PARIS, May 7—The peace treaty between the 27 allied and assoc. 
iated powers on the one hand, and Germany 6n ‘the other, was handed 
to the Gernian Plenipotentiaries at Versailles today, 

Tt is the longest treaty ever drawn. It totals about 80,000 words 
divided inte 15 main sections and represents the combined prodtet of 
over a thotisand experts working continually through a series of com. 
missions for three and a half months sinde January #8. The treaty 
is printed in eo, pages of English and French which are rec- 
ognized as having equal validity. It does not deal with questions 
affecting Austria, Bulgaria and Turkey,,except insofar as binding 
Germany to accept any agreement reached with those former allies. 

Following the preamble and deposition. of powers comes the cove- 
nant of the league of nations as the first section of the treaty. The 
frontiers of Germany in Europe are confined in the second section; 
European political class given in the third, and extra “European pol- 
itieal classes given jn the fourth. Next are the military, tiaval, and 
air terms as the fifth section, followed by a section on prisoners of 
war and military graves, and seventh on responsibilities. Repara- 
tions, financial terms and economic terms are covered in sections 
eight to ten. Then comes the aeronauti¢ section, parts, waterways 
and railways section, the labor covenant, the section of guarantees 
and the final clauses, Germany, by the terms of the treaty restores 
Alsace-Lorraine to France, accepts the internationalization of the 
‘Saar basin temporarily and of .Danzig permanently; and in East 
Prussia, eedes most of Upper Silesia to Poland, and renounces, all ter- 
ritoriaal and political rights outside of Europe, as to her own or her 
allies territeries and especially to Moroeco, Egypt, Siam, Liberia and 
Shantung. e 

She also recognzes the of German-Austria, 
Czecho-Slovia and Poland.

Covenant Incorporated 

Seetion one (league of nations)—The covenant of the league of 
nations eonstitute section one of the peace treaty, which places upon 
the league many specifiie in addition to its general duties, It may 
question Germany at any time fora violation of the neutralized zone 
east of the Rhine as a threat againgt the world’s peace. It wil] appoint 
three of the five members of the Saar commission, oversee ifS regime 
and carry out the plebiscite. It will appoint the high commissioner 
of Danzig, guarantee the independence of the free city, and arrange 
for treaties between Danzig and @ermany’and Poland, 

It will work out the mandatory system to be applied to the former 
German colonies, and act as a final court in part of the plebiscites of 
the bclgian-German frontier and in disputes as to the Kiel canal, and 
decide certain of the economic and ‘financial problems. An internat- 
ional couference ou Jabor is to be held in October under its direction, 
and another on the intcrnational control f ports, waterways and rail- 
ways is forshadowed. 

(A membership)—The members of the league will be signatories 
of the covenant and other states invited to accede who must lodge 
a declaration of accession without reservation within two months. A 
new state dominion or colony may be admitted, providing its admin- 
sion is agreed to by two-thirds of the assembly. <A state May with- 
draw upon giving two years notice, if it has fulfilled all its interna- 
tional obligations. \ 

Section IIl—Secretariat 

A permanent secretariat will be established 
of the league, which will be at Geneva, 

Phe assembly will consist of representatives of the members of the 
league and will meet at stated intervals, Voting will be by states.

The couneil will consist of representatives of the five great allied 
powers, together with representatives df four members selected by the 
assembly from time to time; it may comprise additional states and 
will meet at least onee a year.

Members agree to carry out an arbitral award and not to go to War 
unless concurred in by all members represented by the council, and # 
simple majority of the rest, less the parties to the dispute will have 
the force of a Wianimous recommendation by the council, in either 
ease, if the vecessary agreement cannot be secured, the members re 
serve the right to take such steps as may be necessary for the main 
tenance of right and justice.

Sunday morning, May 4th, A.

The cause of the tragedy is re 
ported as followss: In order to

ing the son the sole support of 


his mother. Since the end of the 
war he returned and demanded 
the return of the farm, the same 
being refused, He took up resi- 
dence in a small shack by  him- 


self, where he brooded over the 
trouble. The letter left did not 
indicate insanity. He has~ two 


married daughters living and one 


son in the army.
